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CONSTIPUTIONAL REFORM.
NorwrrasTaxpine the general expression of
publ.e opinion last fall in favor of a Consti-
tutional Convention, empowerad to reviseand
reconstruet the Constitution of Pennsylvania,
the Legislature has shown no disposition to
provide for such a reform, Several billshave
been presented, but they have apparently
been suffered to sleep, in committes rooms,
the sleop which kmows no waking; and the
habitual hostility to all genuine reform
which  pervades the  atmosphere of
Harrisburg has stifled a proposition whieh
promised to relieve the people, purify the
politics of the Commonwenlth, and benefit
all its substantial interests. If the laegisla-
tors wish to establish a valid olaim to the
gratitude of their constilnents they will yet
make provision for a Constitutional Conven-
tion before they adjourn, and thus afford an
o} portunity for the best men in the State to
meet in council under circumstances which
will enable them to tear up the roots of exist-
ing evils.

As a eort of balf-way measure, which is,
however, ingignificant in its scope, the Senate
has passed a joint resolntion providing for
an amendment to (he Counstitution making
the State Treasurer elective by the people
instead of the Legislature, and the House
Committee on Constitutional Reform proposes
to do some additional tinkering to the
fundamental law of the Commonwealth
by increasing the number of Representatives
or Assemblymen to 130—each county, no
matter how small, to have one—and the bal-
ance to be divided equitably among the conn-
ties entitled to more than one. This House
amendmert also proposes to perpetaate the
present stupidly unjost provision, aimed at
Philadelphia, which provides that no city or
county shall elect more than four State Sen
ators, and thus deprives this ocity of her
legitimate Bhare of power in one branch of

the Legislature, For that reason, if for no
other, every Philadelphian should op
pose the proposition made on
Friday last by the House Committes on

Constitntional Reform; but, in fact, the only
proper action of the Legislature at this tims
is to have a Oonstitutional Convention ecalled
together. The whole constitutional machinery
is antiqnated, and unfitted to the require-
ments of the times, so that the trivial tink-
erings of Senators and Assemblymen, who
can at best devote but a few hours of the
gession to constitutional questions, will in no
event do much good., The greatest evil
afflicting the body politic now is the Legisla-
tare itself, as itis ordinarily constituted, and
it is folly to expect that the trae
remedy will be evolved, directly, from
the sore spot of the Commonwealth. "The
best thing to be hoped for is that there is
enough virtue and intelligence left among the
members to prompt them to give the psople
an opportunity to eleot able men for the ex-
pross purpose of reforming the whole Consti-
tion. The anaogons movement made a
generation ago was efficacious in eradicating
the pecuiar evi's developed up to that time,
and there would be fair ground for expecting
pimilar resnlts now. But much more is
needed than a s'ight increase of the chances
of preventing State Treasurers from specu-
lating with B ate funds and a slight addition
to the number of legis ators. Thera is na
use in doctoring a patient with a few weak
drugs when his whole system 18 permeated
with a deadly poison.

GEARY,
Govervor Geany has had enough of the
minor honors of the executive chair of the
Commeonwealth of Pennsy/vania, and he is
beginning to develop designs upon the Presi-
dency. He apparently proposes to run upon
an independent workingmen's tieket, and to
give both the Republican and Democratic
organizations the cold shouller. This is well,
for Geary's characteristics are too well known
both to the Repnl licans and Democrats for
him to have any great hope of obtaining a
nomination from either of them, but if he
can rally to his support the varions trades
unions there may be some chance that one or
the other of the political parties will take
him up. It will be observed,
however, that there isa very large ‘“‘if" in
the way, and the men who wanage the trades
unions, despite the many foolish things they
bave done, are scarcely fools enongh to pin
their hopes to such a brainless candidate as
Geary would make. The speech made by the
Governor st Harrisburg on Saturday bristles
with Presidential aspirations, although the
White House is, with the superficial cunning
of s practised demagogne, carefully kept in
the background. By glittering generalities
about the rights of laber and the oppressions
of capital, Geary in this speech mulkes a bid
for the suffrages of the workingmen and
for the co.operation of ¢he trades
unions; but we fear that when th® Presiden-
tial nominations are made our pardon-
granting Execntive will find that the hard-
banded men of toil, even if they are silly
enoungh to put up an independent candidate,
will have sense enough to fix upon some one
besides a mere trading politician, without
brains, without educatien, withont a record
caleulated to inspire . confidence in
his fature performances, and, in fine,
without a single gmalification for the office,
It is a gratifying fact that hitherto the men
who have sought to nominate themselves for
the Presidency have uniformly failed to do
80, and better statesmen than Geary ever was
or ever will be have lot their vaulting ambi-
tion o'erleap itself, and have seem the choice
of the country fix itsell vpon comparstively
unknown individuals who have been content
to remain in the backgrownd and to accept
only sach  honors a8  are  offer
ed them, I Governor Geary
ever had any chénces for the Presidency he
bas destroyed them by his conduct since he
bas been in bis present pusition, for he has

demonstrated in the plainest manner possible
that he is utterly unfitted by nature or eduoa-
tion to perform the duties of any high office
of trust or honor. He has alionated men of
all parties, and it is too Iate for him to hope

to regain his lost ground by flat
tering the workingmen, for the
workingmen of this oountry  read

the newspapers, and they know that he {anot
to be trosted. Having proved such a wretohed
failnre as Governor of Pennsylvania, it is
terrible to think of the mesa he would make
of our national affairs if he sbould by any
possible chanee manage to become President
of the United States; but suoch a possibility
as this is too remote to be thonght of, and we
are pleased to believe that when his prasent
term expires our ambitions Governor will ra-
tire to the shades of privale life, where he
will have smple opportunities to amuse his
leisnre moments by extracting from his legs
those bullets which he bears about with him
as memorials of his warlike career.

PLEASANTON'S PLEASANTRIES.
Ouvn townsman, General Pleasanton, has
made a discovery that will give Darwinism,
and science generally, & boost such as it may
not get over for along time. On another
pege of this paper will be found some
account of the General's experiments with
Rlue light upon animals and plants, It
appears that light when transmitted through
blue or violet glnes has a strangs in-
orease of vivifying power, and instanoces are
given by General Pleasanton in which grape-
vines, eto., flonrished in an unprecedented
manner under the improved treatment. Nor
was the General content with operating upon
inanimate nature. He tried his blue and
purple arts npon the humble but useful pig,
and that creature so thrived under the tinted
sunlight that & genuine educated hog, some-
thing qnite different from the maie-believe
article, m.y be confidently expected shortly.
With  poultry the same success i3
claimed. Particulars are not given, but
we are led to infer that the hens laid
eggs like clockworlk, and that
the roosters crew themselves blue in the facs,
The strangest experiment made was upon a
calf. It was such & weak calf that its pre-
cious life was despaired of, but in twenty-
four hours after being placed under the
General's cerulean-roofed stable it took up
itsbed, or soms of it, in its mouth, and walked
about with it. A more thoronghly-recovered
calf than that calf ina few days you could
not find. Aftor detailing the facts of this
experiment, General Pleasanton says: —‘'If
by the combination of sunlight and blne
light you can thus matare and strengthen
animals, you can scarcely conceive of the im-
measurable vulue of this discovery."”

It must be understood that we in no way
dispute or disparage these results, We are
proud that Philadelphia has given one more
proof that she is the scientific leader of the
coun'ry, and that Pennsylvania has so liberal
and intelligent a body as her Agricultural So-
ciety, throngh which these important discove-
ries are certain to receive the attention they
deserve.  General Pleasanton winds his
theory up, however, in a tantalizingly abrapt
manner. The first thought of every reader,
in learning ef these wonderful doings, will
be of his own interest and possible share in
this rejuvenation of the world. If this
blue 'ight has so magical an effect on plants

and ‘n the lower animals, may not man
be expectel to get a little good from
ity It is quite unremsonable that this

magic shou'd be reserved entirely for the
cabbage, the goose, the sjuash, the muls,
and not for ths Paragon of Animals., For
ourselves, we will not belisve it, We fesl
sure that the General builded better than he
knew, and that it is impossible yet to say what
good may not come to the human race throngh
this improved way of taking its sunlight,
The hypercritical will be ready, of courss,
with all sorts of objections. From the in.
vention of steam down to the time
of a Paid TFire Department, every new
idea has been assailed with ridienle. The
principal objection to the new philosophy is
easily foreseen, and may be answered once
for all. Briefly, it will nof be necessary for
men to live in hot-houses. BSuch an idea
would not enter the mind of any one search-
ing for truth for the truth’s sake. More or
less blue glass disposed about the place where
the philosopher abides is of conrse neces-
pary, but that need not derange in any way
his o'd mode of living, Leaving, however,
these cavillers, who see good in nothing, let
us supply the omissions in General Pleasan-
ton's theory, and look st the possible work-
ings of the blue light theory.

If tried at Washington we should dounbtless
find the most ordinary men springing up,
I vnder the influence of these enlivening rays,
| intojenergetic legislators, and possibly—for
| who ean limit the wonders of science?—into
bonest men. It would be an instructive
sight, that of the BSenate or the House, with
its blue ceiling, and the consciousness ever
present that our representatives were volun-
tarily developing themselves, and were en-
listing the forces of nature to call out their
sluggish faculties. That wonld be a humility

with some point in it But not
only to Congress could General Plea-
santon’s Aureole with propriety  be
applied. Think what an altogether unique

attachment it would be to the courts! Our
judges, lawyers, juries, and witnesses are
actually suffering, although they may not
| know it, for this new atmosphere, and it may
even happen that the General's blue glass
| will yet so sublimate society that there will
| be no need of courts, their supporters or sur-
roundings. Blessed day! If the Agricnltural
| Boclety can do that we ought all of us to be-
| come hoporary members,
Then, to bring this matter down to the level
of our daily lives, it is only necessary for a
man to put a blue skylight in his house in
order to note the most astomishing pheno-
| mena in bimself and his progeny. The
General has fully mstured enimals in
| twelve mwonths, and a8 man ecan do
| more than any other creatura,
it follows that under the new treatment we

shonld bave human beings of a year talking |
politics, joining trades unions, marrying, and
in fact going the whole round of the tread-
mill we oull life. There is no evading the
logical oonolusion of the General’s argnment
if we once accepl hiz sednctive premises.

He would be glad to remain whera
he felt bhimself growing in grace every
minate. Or suppose a sudden blast be lot in
npon an old bachelor, that worst pestin a
busy world. No sosner does the bachelor feel
it, than piff | he is off for the old flame he
has lost sight of for wmany years. In short

him, the subject can safely be left to the

reader's imagination.

THE MILITIA TAX.
Ovrventilation of the militia tax swindle has had
the good effect of inducing the individuals who
have charge of the collection and distribution
of the tax to make s statement of receipts
and expenditures. This statement, which we
find in the columns of one of our Sunday con-
temporaries, is, we presume, the best that

the assessora and receivers of the
tax wsre able to say for themselves;
and if we accept it as correct,

it only substantiates the general assertions
made in Tur Evesise Teneorars, Accord-
ing to the figures given, %22 457601 were col-
lected from May 2, 1870, to May 2, 1571,
One-third of this amonnt, or $7205°27,was ex-
pended for collecting the tax, and the snm of
£15,080°7) was distributed among the several
brigades, leaving a balance on hand of
#2435°81, It will thus be seen that the ex-
penses of collecting the tax absorb one.
third of the whole amount, an enormous
percentage, and the public certainly do not
from the balance of the tax get the worth of
the money thus paid to the assessors and col-
lectors, The statement referred to makes no
mention of the 15 per cent. which goes into
the pockets of Mr. Pearson, the collector of
delinquent taxes, nor the $2'05 charged by
that gentleman for ‘‘costs,” which make his
perquisites amount to the nice sum of $2°20
for every 85 cents paid over by him to the
Board of Division. Tuking the figures at their
full value, however, it musl se:m absurd to
every one tbat only $22,376 01 should have
been collected by Mr. McCammon. From a
reliable source we learn that ia 1870 72,407
persons were assessed. These were those
between the ages fixed by law, and it would
be certainly a large allowance to say that of
this pumber not more than 22 000 were ex-
emmpt under the law. This brings down the
number of those absolutely liable to the tax
to about 50,000, where we placed it in our
first rewarks upon the militia-tax swindle,
Now, we want to know why all these 50,000
individuals were not forced to pay the tax as
well as other people? In the first place we
know that the assessment is loosely made,
and in the second place we know that many
persons are permitted to exempt themselves
for totally insufficient reasons, and in the
third place we know that the taxis waived
in many cases where its collection is sturdily
resisted, and the party liable shows a dis-
position to make a disturbance. If the fex
is & proper one it should be collected
with  striet impartiality, and if it
ia not a proper one, it should not be col.
lected at all. If it is collected, such official
public statements of receipts and expendi-
tures should be made as will enable the tax-
payers to know where their money goes, and
the whole matter should not be left in the
hands of men who are responsible to nobody,
and who exercise the power of expending
thousands of dollars of the public money in
secret without being under the necessity of
rendering any aoccount of it except
to persoms who are as irresponsible
as themselves. If we must have a militia tax,
lot it be levied in a proper manner and im-
partially upon all classes of tax-payers, and
let it be collected by the regular Receiver of
Taxes, who will inform the publie in & proper
manner with regard to its disposition. The
present tax is what we bave called it, a swin-
dle, and the Legislature will do the people of
Philadelphia in general and our militia orga-
nizations im particular an essential service by
abolishing it, and by providing a better
method of supporting the home guards,
